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Applicant's representative held an interview with Examiner 
Nicholas Ponomarenko on April 13, 2009. Applicant's representative would 
like to thank Examiner Ponomarenko for his time and attention to this 
matter. 

Applicant's representative clarified for the Examiner that one 
distinction of the Applicant's claimed invention over the prior art is, as one 
example only, "a fluid medium provided to the internal combustion engine 
and to the generator for removing thermal energy from the internal 
combustion engine and from the generator" as positively recited by 
independent claim 1. That is, one fluid medium removes thermal energy 
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from both, the internal combustion engine and from the generator . The 
prior art, singularly or in any combination, fails to teach this limitation. The 
Examiner thanked Applicant's representative for the clarification. 

Applicant's representative also pointed out that the positively recited 
limitation is not indefinite pursuant 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph. The 
Examiner stated he understood with the clarification and requested 
Applicant's representative provide his arguments in a response. 

Again, Applicant's representative would like to thank Examiner 
Ponomarkenko for his time and attention to this matter.
